STATE LAWS, 

AN ACT to regulate Fire Departments, 
Be it enacted, Ke. as follows: 

See, 1. Whenever any fire departiey 
shall hereafier be authorized to be estat jis), 
edin any town, it shall be organized in 4), 
manner herem sct forth, ard the membhy 
thereot stall be governed by the provision, 
and subject, the Ii:bilities and MAY EXErEIs 
the powers contain d in this: et. 

sec. 2. ‘The Selectmen of any such tonn 
shall, in the month of April annually, AL point 
for their fire departments as many engine; 
as they may think expedient, not exceeding 
twelve, who s! all hold their offices for or 
year from and after the first day of \ ay ney 
succeding, and until o hers ave appointed jy 
their stead = And the seleetmen may {il} a) 
vacancies which may cecur in said eflices. 

Sec. 3. The selectmen, immediately ati, 
the sad appointment, shall issue d@ notice ty 
each of said engineers to meet at such tine 
and ;lace, as shal be designated in such no 
tice; at which meeting, the said engineers 
shall choose a chief engin er, a elerk, and 
such other oflicers as they may deem necess. 
ary for their complete organization. 

Sec. 4, The said Engineers shall have 
and exercise the same powers, in relation to 
the extinguishment of fires, which fire-wards 
may by law have and exercise: And they 
shall exercise all the powers, and perform all 
the duties, in relati nto the nomination aig 
appointment of engine-men, wh ch selectmen 
now by law are rv quire t to exercise and per 
form \nd they may appoint: such number 
of mento the engines, hose, ho k, lad er 
and cartilages, and to constitute 
companies forthe security of ;roperty, when 
endangered by fire, as they may think expe 
dient: Provided, that the number o 
a; pointed to each hydraulion or su: tion tire 
engine, shal not exceed filty; to each con 
mon engine thirty-five; to each horse 
riage tiv to each hook, ladder and suil-car 
rege twenty-five; and to each fire cou pany 
twenty-live men.
